Red-Kyed and Weary

SASKATOON, Sask., Oct., 15—In 
a blood-spattered room in the base- 
ment of a local cafe, two men were 
found late this afternoon—one dead 
the top of his head blown off, the 
other dying. with a rifle bullet in 
his chest. . 

Enraged because Peter Tabas- 
nuik, a dish-washer, had been pay- 
ing attention to his wife, Mike 
Batik followed Tabasnuik to the 
basement. There Batik shot down 
his rival aud then turned the weap- 
on on himself, blowing out his 
brains, Tabasnuik was rushed to 
hospital, but died a few minutes 
later., Police held Mrs. Batik as a 
material witness, 

The men had apparently engaged 
in a fierce struggle before the shoot-

A coroner's inquest will be held 
Thursday afternoon. 

In a statement. to the police this 
evening. Mrs. Batik declared that 
her husband had fired twice at her. 
Both bullets missed their “mark, 
though one passed through the skirt 
of her dress.
